Furchermore, 
all the Captaincs and commanders , for the exceſluc 
gaine, which they made by asking and receiuing the 
payes of rhoſc that died, reſolued conſtantlie in them cl- 
ues, to yndergoe all aſperities; and ſo much the longer. 
by how much more foldiars dyed by ficknes and other 
miſcries : becauſe, by that loſle, their gaine daylic en- 
creaſed , and not vnwillingly ſuſtained their owne hun- 
gar, by the wages of rhedead, getring death by poucr- 
tic, and gayneby death: ſo much more isgold preferred 
before fidelitie. 

'The number of choſe thar died during the ſiege, was 
ſo great, that aboue fiue thouſand dead bodies , were 
brought in account to Libitine , which was the third 
part of all the heades (which were in Breda ) being num- 
bered ar the firſt to fifreene thouſand and lo the fparingnes 
of the dead (crued for victuals ro the liuing. which thing 
leſt we,nor the cirtiſens rhem {clues should perceiue,it was 
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prouided from the begining by che Magiſtrats of chetowne; 
that none afterwards, thohughrichor noble,should haue the 
bells rungear there buriall. | 

Thelc thinges, did notonly deceiue ours, burfor the moſt 
part alſo,cuc the opinio of the beſieged them (clues (the Cap- 
raines otherwiſe, who were mightic in taQtio,had atrer ama» 
nerſertheir faith to ſale)and many of thoſe thar fled from the 
citticaffirmed,thatvnleſſerhe lige weretheſooner raiſed, that 
they could hould out no longer: which ſelfte ſame thinge,was 
written out of Holland co the Count of Bergues. Allo a Ger- 
man ſoldiar, who had ſerued the Hollanders nine monthes, 
being taken by ours,and knowen by the Count of Iſenbur- 
geto be one of his cittie,his lite being pardoned , upon this 
condition was ſent back to Breda,thac when as thinges were 
in the greateſt extremirie,he should returne vnto our.armie, 
aſlured both of his lite, and of reward, afterhc had bene two 
monthes at Breda,conuerſant amongt the foldiars without 
ſuſpicion being returned, he related , that rhe ſoldiars , com- 
pelled by neceſſitic , now began toſuſtaine their liues with 
horſe flesh, nor had notcorne for two monthes . He coun- 
celled them , that Spinola should more often batter the 
Cittic with his canons,at leaſt in shew, that chey might with 
the more apparent pretext,rendre them ſelues- They ioyfull 
andencouraged with the relation of theſe thin ges know for 
certaine. whatthey will, and what they wishe zeſtceening the 
Count of Bergues nether to be deceiued nor the German 


ſoldiaritohauelyedin ſogreat a matter , nor al the fugitines 


' tohauec bene falſe,they requeſt Spnola , ro let them batter 


the citric withtheir artillerie. He although he knew well c- 
nough, ſcarcely any thingwas to be got withthoſe engines 
amongſtſoldiars inurded to warr , the cittiſens alſo , euct 
with cuſtome, to caſtaway feare, yetcondiſcended to their 
requeſt, that on three ſides on which fo many bulwarkes 
wereclole to the cittie) the walles of thecittic, and the hou- 


ſes, 
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ſs , should be battered. 

- Fhillip Count of Mansfeld, oportunely returned at that cum: as 

timein to our armie , Jately Captaine of a companie to ado ng 
Guſtam Adolphus Kingeof Suede , renowmed for his fa. ** 
mous facts,who had led his troupes with great authoritie. 
He hauing added induſtrie, vntoart ( as vſe is the maſter 
of al thinges) foundout, that it mightſeruc for great good 
purpoſe vnto warr, anew kindeofengine, which might be 
fitrerfor to tranſport, and carrie the balles farther , and 
that withlefle quantitie of poudre; To giue order to this 
buſines , departing from the campe to Bruxells, he cauſed 
fortic braſſe peeces to becalt, alſo twentie thre murde- 
deringe pecces , to ſend forth balles of wild-fire . Thirtic 
of thole leſſer peeces, of no more weightthen a hundred 
and fourſcore pound,did cuery one carry balles of fix pound 
weight : the then greater,cach one of ſcauenhundred fiftic 
pound , carried balles of fiue and twentiepound. 

The vic of theſc, although they coſt bur halfe ſo much, 
was yet greater, and more frequent: for the litle ones, 
were calilie drowen with two horſe, and the greater, with 
no more then four ;wherasalthe old ones ,muſt haue ſeauen, 
ren, or eighteene.

Spinoia pondered that worke with much care, and ther- 7-1.

Moone was cther new, or atthe full ( which dayes,ar wont 
ro cauſerhe greateſtragingofthe ſeas) heplanred more for- 
cesnereto the campes of heyden and of hage, on which 1- 
detheirruption was moſt feared.

Vnto 
which thinge that of the diuine protection did ſucceed,be- 
caule as longe as thatdirche was wrought by ſo many han- 
deslabouring together, although they shot continually a- 
gainſtour men forth of the cittie, yet the shoulder of one 
only ſoldiar was shot with alicle bullet. 

Thoſe of Seucnbergue would not yet deſiſt from their 
deligne ,which they had in vaine attempted the third or 
tourth time although they vnderſtood it was moſt hard to 
be cftefed. They who ſaw the miſcrablenes of their eltate, 
1udgedchat they went about witha vainediſlimulation, to 
relicue thehope ofthe beſieged. They notwithſtiding, bar- 
gaineto repaire the yndertaken damme from both f1des of 
the bankes of the riuer. To ſtrenghten it, they faſts ſtraight 
trees by a line in the riuer, filling itup with turffes giuen fr0 
hand ro hand. They fil upthe ſpaces betwixt the trees, with 
grearſtones, turffes, and boughes of trees. Leaſt theirlabor 
$hould beintermitred,the turffes digged our oflowe places 
(whence the ſwelling of the ſea,draweback thewater) they 
lay up in piles, like to ſtacks; tharſuch as by the ſyelling of 
the waters appeared aboue, they might bring to withe 
icir cock boarcs. Laſtly, ſothey ſtriue againſt both ſca and 
riucras ifthey woulde oucrcome euen nature it ſelfe.

| good fortune of Michaelc Rotartius,Sccretarijjto the Kin« 
. '0s and tothe Marques preuayled. He, by continuall ſtudie 
bothday and night,pickr out their meaning. This was the 
ſubſtance of one of them, written to, Iuſtinus, with a shor- 
ter diſcourſe. 

That he had vnderſtoodtohis great content , fo great 
quantitic of corne, to haue bene of late found amongli the 
cittiſens: that they muſt eſpecially be carefull,that by a ſpa- 
ring diſtribution, it might be likewiſe lenghtned, wherby 
he might hauc the more time to bringe ſupplies for which 
cauſe, he labourcd with all poſſible endeauour ,in France, 
England, andin the confederated prouinces. That forthe 
ſamereſpeA,Mansfeld was come, thatadioyning his com- 
panies, he might recall Spimola from the fiege. Thatthey we- 
re now coming,andhad bene there, had not the-contrary 
windeshindred them. Thatthere were two thouſand horſe 
| (belides ſome companies gatheredin the Seigniorie ofLic- 

gc,andelſe where) fourtcene thouſand English foote . at 
Douerzready to take ship. The reſt ofthe foot inGermanie, 
and the confederatedprouinces, choſen by him, to the nii- 
berofeleuen rhouſand,already Shipped, with certaincother 
Ccopanics, expeQed the weather. That they had alrcady on- 
ce, ſcr ſayle , but by a contrarie winde were driven back. 
Thatas touching the confederated States,that they would 
{parc no coſt norlabor,to aduance Mansfeldsendeauourss 
. and todeliver Breda, hauing by a new decree ordained to 
gather fourthouſand horſe, (abouethe number of the ac- 
cuſtomed armic)inEnglandandFrance; and there, more 
- then ſix thouſand foote. Thatas it wasfirmelic hoped the 
ſpringe approaching, that there Should be armed , Ow 

: Ou- 
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thouſand ſoote, and fix thouſand hotſe, to deliuer Breda 
by one mcanes or other. That as to the greatgood of rhe ar- 
mic and of the Cittie, he wished, that the victualls(whichlu- 
ſtinus him ſelfe had written) mightlaſt fro the preſent teth 
day of Tanuarie,tor a hundred andeightdayes nextcnſuing* 
eucn vntill tne Calends of May.And albcithe hoped vere- 
ly,thar his whole armic $hould be ready much ſooner, yer 
he prayed them , that the viQtualls should be prolonged by 
ſparing them,as much as might be,to the end that more ti- 
me night be gayned,both for his owne and another armie, 
which was as yet abidingin the bordersof Frace.Now,that 
he deſired to ynderſtand , whathe tought of diſtributing a 
certaine portion of bread,to the ſoldiars,to thecittiſens,to 
their wiues and children : that ir ſeemed ro him a thinge 
worthie of conſideration , that commonly then more was 
wont to be caten, ther when bread was giuen out by meaſu- 
re:otherw:{c notto buy more then was vſuall and neceſla- 
rie, eſpecially when it was ſould at a high price.Beſides that 
that thinge was wont to giue occaſio totumults, how great 
caution ſocuecr was vicd for the conſeruation of Juſtice. 
wherfore thatheleftall thatto the tudgment of the ſenar it 
ſelte,and councell of war, what ſocuer they should determi- 
neto befor the good andprofit of ſparing of vicualls. what 
the ſoldiars horſes were ro doe ( corne and fodder being 
ſper) that he dealt with the States therabours. Tat they pro- 
miſcd,to pay the wages which the horſmen were to recciuc 
for theſe that were altue, more then for thoſe that were ſlat- 
ne,ſo thatan indifferct valuatio were made therof. wherfo- 
rethat they should,rcfufe nothing ro endureextremehiigar, 
irbeing published abroad, that they Should be laine. Thar 
they should keepe their milche-cowes (becauſe milke was 
very nourishing) for reliefe in their laſt extremitie, as Jong 
as any forredgelaſted. And alchoughitwas notto be dou- 
ted, thathe had of late with ſpecial diligence , viſited al the 
M 1) granas 
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granariesand ſtore-houſes of thecirrie yer that he prayed 
him , continually to looke about by all meancs, to aug- 
ment the common ſtore houſe, ifparhaps any thinge were 


| hid by any one by deceit. Furrhermore, thatir was related 


ro him by che Senat of the carefull deſire of the people of 
Breda, forthe mittigatiyg ofall the diſtreſles of rhe ſiege, 
with their owne purſe and corne; butrhat there were allo 
complaints rouge by them,againſt the inſolencie of tho- 
ſe that were to detend chem, who although they could not 
iuſtly complaine, nether of lodging, nor of fire, nor of 
their pay , nor of any exceſliue price of meates, yet by li- 
bertic and force, both by day and night,were careles crher 
to breake downe the houles,or dig up gardens, or to pluck 
up their hedges,of their orchardes, or to ſpoile their ſtables, 
theirshops and ſtanding places , and that only for lack of 
diſcipline, when ſomelately putin priſon for theſe ftaulres, 
yer eſcaped aring panty VVhich cxample dout- 
les might coole the feruour and prompritude of the citri- 
{cns in watching, who now began to plead forthem ſelues, 
that their owne houſes were to be kept againſt their dome- 
ſticall enimic, before the walles chem ſelues: wherfore he 
deſired , thatif the ſame were hereafter found, they should 
be moreſeuerly looked ynto who ſoshould offend, ro rhe 
intent thatthe feareof punishment might deterothers: for 
that it was the partof ſoldiars,to forbid iniuries to the cirti- 
{cns. Andtharit was his pleaſure,thattheſe his letters should 
be deliuered to the Capraines, and aſliſtants of the coun- 
ccllof war, wherby they may vnderſtand, that neccflarilic 
ſuch in commodities of the cittiſens, were to be prouided 
for , who wereſufficicntly oppreſſed in other thinges. That 
ofthenew trench of theenimie, placed toward Seuenber= 
gue there, was agreat palizado made of poſts , Further- 
more, the States ceaſenottodamme yp the riucr of Breda 
ncere Seuenbergue, and thatit should be $hortly finished:

That Lambert Charle- 
ſus , Gouernor of Newmege, had taken Grocheme by 
force.

Theſe letters being recciucd,, and Maurices deſignes 
made knowen vnto vs, calling and requiring ſo great forces 
of forrainc foldiars , ppinolavnderſtanding that al that war 
was intended againſt him, and that he was yet toretainein 
the field full three monthes ſpace, when Maurice had vn- 
dertaken with ſo great obſtinacie, to deliuer Breda, as 
though he eſteemed the whole good of the common wel- 
the, to beplacedin the loſſe of hat one cittic ) breaking 
downe fir{t thoſe forts, which lately being built at mede, 
Maurice had forſaken, he relolued to encompaſle his 
armic with incredibile labor, witha trencheof wonderfull 
prcatnes, in the moſt wicked time of winter , leaſt ſo great

an armic of the eaimie, should break in behinde him at 
vnawares, as they had appointedat rhe beginning of the 
ſpringe. That trenche when it was finished, in the whole 
compaſle , contayned fiftic two thouſand paces, ſo much 
greater was this then that former made on the ſodaine 
contayningno more then thirtie thoufand {tx hundred pa- 
ces. Poſteriti will wonder, nether, would Pompey him lel- 
fe, or Ceſar belecue it , if they were aliue , of whom, 
the one, cut a trench, at the moſt of fifteene thouſand 
paces ; the other , one of eighteen thouſand rogoe ro Dy- 
racchius, Andleſt any man should thinke that the count 
Should be miſtaken, it 1s thought good, that the number 
of the paces thorough cuery campe being found our by 
his owne care and fadelitie , should be committed to 
writing. The quarter of pmol in the village of Genik, 
with that which Salazarius generall of rhe hotſe, defen- 


ded at his back, were incloled with a trenche of rwo and 


twentic thouſand (1x hundred thirtee three paces. That 
of Balancon , with eight thouſand ſix hundred. That 
ofIſenburgue , with a leuen thouſand fiue hundred fit- 


tie four. That of Ballion, with nine thouſand, cight hun- 
dred thirtiene. 


Now S$pino{a had begun to compaſſe within , with an 
other trenche, but of a leſlerſpace, againſt the irruptions 
of the belicged. Thar becauſe the cittic was firſt ren- 
dared, was neucrfully finished, yet contayned with his im- 
perfect circle, fixreenc thouſand paces. Bur both ofrhe- 
le were ten foote highe, the walles ariſing}, not vpright 
bur ſtep by ſtep.

redutes werealſo adioyned,by reaſon of the perill and dan- th urrn 
gerous cituation of the place. They were fo fortified with 
new receptacles, and with many other workes, thatnone 
but he whoſaw them, could hardly conceiue the frame of 
ſo great workes; ſothatI. May with out iniurie, truly tear- 
me them, a very Labyrinth of fortifications. The num- 
ber ofall the workes in the campes /beſides t1oſe fortifica- 
tions, which were builtin diucrs villages, ether ro defend jms 
the conuoyes, or to defend the irruptions)were a hundred {#1 
ſcauentiecight:refuges, fourſcore and (ixſtine:redures,thir- 
tic ſeauen:fortes fortic five with batteries reforſed:ſo fardid 
this ſiege ſurpaſſe the renowmed endeauours of Ceſar, a- 
gainſt Alefia and Dyrachium, where there were no more 
but four and twentie fortes without any more fortificatio- 
nes but atrence. | | 

_ VVhilſt cheſe thinges began to beſſer in order, Mans- Films 
feld hauing gathered together certaine helpes beyond the 
ſea, andelſe where ſuppoſing him ſelfe in deſpite, now tobe 
feared, fayning to goe to the Palatinat , humbly belſee- 
cheth rhe Arc ns l[abella by letters, that she would 
pleaſe to grant him a fafe paſſage thorough her contrie, 
and to aſiſt him with a ſecret conuoy. he had conceited in 9, ww 
his head, that withour any ſuſpicion,he should be ſuffered ** 
to paſſe thorough the Kinges prouinces (which way he was 
of neceſlitic to goe) to gratific his Maſtet the Kit pe of En- 
gland.

V Vhich 
thinges being ſaied,the Capraines, leaſt they should be con- 
uinced of lying by che belieged, or that the miſerable con- 
dition of thecittic being ſeene and vnderſtood , Should be 
brought vnto us by thereportof tne con uoyes,decreedrhat 
no Trumpeters ordrummers ſent by us,should tro thence 
fourtbe admitted within the walles,but should expearheir 
anſwer withour : and here by the councell of manlianus, 
they should be intertaincd honorably and liberally ,-to

Thelſoldiars alſo were watched of the Capraines, as 
often as many walked about , and by their preſence , the 
coniurations of thoſe that walked, werepreuented.V Vith 
theſeand the like remedies, was the cittie, in perill, preſer- 
ued, and the languishing mindes of the citriſens, and of the 
ſoldiards, ſuſtained when they held up their neceſlities by 
only hope. : 
mi. Nowat lenght, Mansfeld withhis companies of foote, 
cle iy approached by ſea vnto Gittrenbergue , when heauen was 
bz ONCEagaine ſcene to fight againſt him. For the windes did 
".*  ſobeatethearriued nauie , one againſt the other that ma- 
ny of the ships being broken, did ferue for nothing: then, 
as if all the cold of the winter had bene reſerued for thar 
rimeall the rivers wereshut up with a ſudaine froſt, that 
prouiſion couldno longer be carried to them . Ir is the 
cuſtome of thoſe of Gittenbergue , ro keepe at home 
litle prouiſion , upon the confidence of continuall naui- 
gation, and of the neighbouring places . Hence by the ar- 
riuall af ſogreata companie of ſoldiars , there was ſmale 
prouiſion of meate for all them , the froſt forbiding to 
bring in new. 
Furthermore, what with plague, with agues, with the ſea, 
wr ww and With vomiting, by reaſon of their long shutring up in 


and r#vv 


fuer. the Ships with the narrownesof the roome, and many fild 
4, with the filthic ſauor( being almoſt all raw ſoldiars , and 
vnaccuſtomed to tempeſts andſtinckes, were caſt into the 
waucs, etherdead, orhalfe aliue . There was counted by 
ſome, aboue the number of four thouſand. Some caſt in- 
to the ſcafor deadby ſwiming got to the shore , and ar 
ycrliuingin thetowne . Many dead bodies floting by the 
Shore ſide vnburicd, and more cuery where caſt up by the 
ſca upon the land, breathed forth a greuous plague upon 


the neighbouring townes of Holland . A very ſorrowful 
: ſpeta- 
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ſpectacle to the English foldiars, who by the outward ſoy- 
le, whether they were ſenrfor ſuccour, werelo, roughly 
entertavned . Bur that which befell much more miſcra- 
bly, when Manscld durſt not ſera shore thoſe whom as- 
gain{t ticir wills he conſtrained to rake their oathe, by 
rhe ſame remctle chiefly they dyed, by which they we- 
re kept, leaſt that tney Should runn away ; to wit, enkind- 
Jed by that prohibition. Notwithſtanding , many beta- 
King them to vs by flight, vnarmed, ragged , preſented ys > 
a patterne of chereſt, athrming them ſelues, tobe in bet- 
ter fasnion then the reſt, when almoſt all of them., were 
inuoluntarie, and vnexpett in war, that they wereby and 
by taught how tohandle their weapons, when they were 
to be led in to tne fieids Ir wasſated to haue bene ene 
thar ſome found amongſt them, who fild in all the pou- 
dre at once into their peeces moutnhes cuen to the top, 
which had bene meaſured to them for ſundry shots, 
that therc was {carce'place to put in the buller : ſo skil- 
full were rhey in their pieces . Ir appeared by many let- 
ters , that thoſe companies were gathered compultito- 
rilie, of tie moſt baſeſt ſort of- the raſcallitiez and thatin 
a short tire, whatby ſickneſles, what by runing away, they 
were ſo diminished, ſo that of fourtecne thouſand, ſcarcely 
four didremayne. 9, 7% 
V Vhilfl Mansfeldsships were with-houlde by the froſt, 
that very ſcafon of che yeare, admonished usof divers con —_ 
ſiderations. The fort of Nordamenercto Seuenberguezin* 17," 
acceſſiblein ſummer by reaſon of the waues, 'nowto bego- nuts 
ne vnto onfoote by reaſon of the cold : Prinſland allo, 
Roſendale , and Seueabergue, it ſelfe , were thought 
might eaſilie be raken by reaſon of that weather. Dil- 
patching rherfore ſpies on cuery {ide granadoſe , and 
balles of wild firewerealfo prepared, to caſtin to the cni- 
mies ships. Bur in yaine, when thefroſcn cruſt of the ri- 
N jj ucrs 
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uers (which otherwiſe ſecmed thick an firme) were ſo wea- 
ke,for the ſnow intexmixedrhar ſcarcely would they carry 
the waight of two or three ſoldiarsat once. The wayes alſo 
the ſnowe neuer lying in one equal height , but driven hi- 
ther and thiter by the winde intothe ditches (fo that dout- 
full places could not bediſcerned from the folid ) were ve- 
ry dangerous,to lead the troupes that wereto marche. The 
{pies ſtood in ſnow ſomtimes up to the breaſt , ſomri- 
mes up to the mouth, and fomtimes fallen or couered 
inthe ſnow were faine to be haled out . Nether their

[4 bould attempts, getting into thetents ofRoſendale, after 

drinking and talking together, they had diſcricd the eni- 
mies ships, betrayed 1n their returne, ſcarcely eſcaped by 
flighr, one being wounded and taken. Burt elſe where the 
tuggerans attempts fell out more happely, andavety few of 
them, frequently brought back wicththem many captiuecs. 
but the fortune and deceit of war, is very variable. 

There were ſome, who beſought Spinola, that with the 
companiesof Carolus Coloma, together with ſome of his 
companies adioyned, he would ſuftet Roſendale (litlefor- 
tified to be aſſaulted . Tharrhey knew by the bewraying 
of the inhabicances, that they were ſo affrighted with the 
teare of ours, thar gathering vp their goods, would be mo- 
re ready to rune away, then toſtand to fight: that that 
might bedone without ether damage or any danger, if in 
the meane rime our horſe might be planted in two parts, 
before Bergenupſome and prinſland. Spinola, to whom

thinges of litle moment, great alterations of rhinges to be 
made:nerher wasit the part of a prudent Capraine,ro pour- 
{uc licle victories, with great perills. = 
In the fourth of the Nones of March, the aniuerſarie 
day of Breda, in times paſt taken by the vninted Peeres,DY gtemiics —— 
the fraud of a boate was changed . This day thoſe of Breda, 3: nn 


morie of the 


being wont yearly to folemniſe,now keptlo much the mo- $#n mm 
rerenowmedly, by how much perhaps hercatter they dou- {er þ 
red to celebrate the ſame the more ſeldome, more truly af- | 
terthe manerof a ſolemne buriall,chen a birch day. for diſ- 
charging thrice rowardsthe euening, all their greater and 
lefler Canons, they conſecrated the laſt night to the mc- 
morie therof. 

Now the time was come, in which theintermitted affal- 
re of the dimeto be made in the riuer,was renewed. That 
interualleof time , wherin the mariners and the workmen 
defiſted from their labors, had rouſed vp the ſtudies of ſun- 
dry perſons. A certaine perſon, yndertakes vpon the a- 
grcement of a great ſumme, thathewould finish the wor< 
ke, almoſt deſpaired . He, in the preſence of thoſe whom 
the States had ſer ouer the care of this damme, chooſing 
a place nor far from the former, where the riuer was fuller 
of hollow places,and more narrow,he drowned ſtones tied 
vnto litle netts (leſt they should ſwimme away : ) vpon the 
ſtones , he ſprinckles a certaine kind of binding ſand 
(broughtasit was reported, out of England or France }to 
fill vp the chinkes, and to fortific the damme. Theaffai- 


re ſeemed to ſucced better. then it did before, when by a 
Nm” {udden 
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{udden alteration of the heauens,ſo great force af wateron. 
ce againeby the ouer-flowing of the Moone of March{in 
which the ſea then moſt of all doth {well ) was ſtirred vpon 
high, and ſo great adeluge of rayne and vnthawed ſnow, 
flowed together on euery ſide, that the damme begunar 
Seucnbergue, and very many forts of Roſcndale,and ſome 
part ofthe ſuburbs of che citric of Breda, were altogether | 
- ouer-turned. The wayes alſo to our campes, and ſome of 
Jamey our fortificationsneere to the cittie , were lo drowned, that 
*cmp. they could, for rhreedayes be gone vnto notbur by cock- 
boates.in which time one campe being shutfrom another 
ws mals they were in great neceſlititieof victualls, when they could 
4m NOE goto one another with their wagons , nor was there 
rs  meanes to haue fo great aſupply of boates: the river, the

owe, wen, byhowgreat mercie of God, thearmie was conſer- 
ucd the whole winter: forif the ſameextremitic ofwinter 


.. time, and aboundance of ſnow (which fell in this short ti- 
me of the winters departure) had hapned in the formet 
monthes (as at other times it was wont todo )outof dout, 
we should haue bene forced to forſake the liege, for no 
other cauſe then only for thesharpnes of the weather: for in 
thoſe few dayes,whercin it freeſed fo ſeuerely, the ſinnewes 
of many were sbrunke yp by the force of the cold,and ſome 
amonglt the watches, were found dead, Some had theit 
handesand feete ſoſtiff, that they were faine rohauerhem 
{awed of. Many carriars alſo, and purweyors ofcorne (who 

ing DE cruclticof the wayes thorough rayne ſnow, myre and 
74 oa windes had caſt back in their voyages made by night)werc 
kildin the wayby the froſt. The conuoyesalſo were ſo hin- 
dred, thatfor the ſpace of three weekes,(in which the ſnow 
and the froſtes weredifſolued with coriuuall raynes)[carce 
any victualls were brought beſides that which the wiues of

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the German ſoldiars brought, daylic almoſt ſetting their 
companies1narray.) runing abroad into the incorporated

_ themin the campes, thatthey were nor held for any hin- 
derance , but with honor wetereputcd to be mens mules: 24«jrais 

The waters being diminished, the enimics cndeuours *2 
attempted agalne, withgreatſolicitudeof minde, to finish 
the pretented damme. Spimola cauſed thefluce of the river 
of Leure { which reached vnto the river of Merka ) to be 
broken aſunder, and commaded certaine riuers to be ſtop- 
ped, anddiuerted, which poured them ſelues abroad into 
our campes. He cauſedatrenche likewiſe, which he had 
placedin the fenniegroundes, from Merka rohage, to be 
raiſed higher by three foote , leſt the ſtanding poole 
(though ouer-flowing might be paſſed ouer wich boates. 
to the end they might breake back the forceand ſwiftnes of 
rheriuer returning from Breda by certaine letts ſet againſt - 
it co recelue it, from ether banke therof did make within, 
hereand there vpon the ſides, hilles, lyingour like, horned 
woorks, next before that place, where they intended to 
build chat damme before. Then they lay before thartga- 
ping or gulfe both which appeared in the med(t betwixr 
the horned woorks of the riuer( by which the force of the 
watcrs , now more ſtraitned, were caried ) long beames af- 
teratriangle maner,' faſtened in the riuer with alirle ; ay 
berwixc, which the riuer encloſed , buta litle broaken. 
Then they began behinde to make the damme, fſecure,as 
they ſuppoſed, of the ſucceſſe. By their perpetual Jabors &ynmew 
both by day and night, they hadnow broughtthe — LO varrks, 
| rnat 
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chat paſſe, that hauing brought trenchesalong on bothſi.: 
41 wiz des. of the riuer, beſides the litle ſtraites of the mouth, it ſee. 
p-ubew mcdalmoſt nothing remaynedro be ſtopped. Burſogrear 
wr.  wasthe forceof the immenſe waters, both augmentedand 
inforced, that now irdiſgorged like a moſt raging torrent 
( which before alwayes paſled thorough the looſe river 
with ſuch leniric}that ſcarcly couldit be tudged by the eye, 
Ante on whether {ide it flowed. Moreouer, the bottom it ſelfe, 
ws. the ſandes boyling vp of their owne accord, thruſt forth 
the beames rammed in,ſo that the ramedoccadoes whos 
lie flid away. And fo greata tempelt fell at that time, that 
what ſocuer boates, ſtones, turffes, fagots ; and trees, were 
laiedin the water to ſtrengthen the dame, was all ouer- 
borne,and the nauicin which the Duke of Brunſwick car- 
Tr **#-. Tiedthe french horſe,wasgreuouſly tornein pieces,cucnin 
mp. that paſlage, not a few quite ouer whelmed, many driuen

He,as 
one of a pertidious minde, like to Simontas, and concealing 
hisowne, a cogger and diflembler of cuery thinge, telling 
ſome thinges truly,and lying in others, ſomwhart necreto 
truth, gayncd the opinion of an honeſtman*® forthoſe thin- 
Fes which like us, weeaſllic belecue.Being asked, wherher he 
hoped, by that way which he eſcaped,ro finde outlome pal 
ſage to carry back lerrers,anſwering ar the firſt tearfully, at 
laſt he ſertheir afteftions on fire with fairewordes,to vnder- 
take the aflaire, which one thinge he moſt earneſtly deſi- 
red, vnder the pretence ofa refulall. Ht therfore carierhlet- 
ters from Tuſtinus ro Maurice, with a promiſed reward, tit | 


he brought back anſwer from him into the cittie. The diſ- NES 


ſemblerpromiſcs all diligence: but when he cime intoour 
campecs he dcliuers Iuſtinus letters ynto Spinola. VVherot 
the contents were as follow, 

.That he reioyced much, to haue received letters thrice 
from Maurice,by which he vnderſtood, both that Mans- 
feld was ſafely arriued with German and Englishſuccours, 
and ſo great warlike preparations to be made, for the relce- 
uing of Breda. Thathe should be carefull, as he had promi- 
ſed that there should be corne enough till the end of Aprill 
or begining of May,vnles it should by chance be burnt by 
fire, which the enimies often shot into the cictie. Thar he 
would shortly finde outnew inventions for corne,by ſear- 
ching the granaricsof the cirtiſens. That the workes of the 
enimies, arlately extended from the greattrench , which 
lay before che water mille, to the campes of Balanconius, 
and placed againſtthe litletree of Guirrenbergue . Thoſe 
campes began to be fortified with workes by Spmola, The 
gariſon of the ciitic was daylie very much aha hoes?

Tewnm Thefraudulentand, cheating meſſenger, bringes both to 
«mit Spinola,and his reward being giuen him, getrs him gone. 

In tholeletters Maurice purgeth him {clfe of his ſtay, 

and impoleth the cauſe of the prolonging of ſupplies, upon 
— the contrary tempelts of the yeare; beleeching him that 

he would codcuour toprolong the victualls ſome weekes | 

by ſparingnes , but vnto the end of Aprill: that he had } 
needeof {o much time , ro gather and ro ioyne his po- 
wers together , that otherwiſe ſo extraordinarie charges 
of the vnited Lords, shoulde beto no purpoſe , and their 
endeuoursallin yaine, Thattheſe, indeed , were hardde- 
mandes , but that fortune muſt be now holpen by indu- 
ſirie, eſpecially ſeeing all the French horſe garhered by 
Mansfcld(twoonly companies defired, which weare daylic 
expected) was now cometo Bullen,andto thatend, the 

Ships ofthe Statcsar gone to tranſport them by a proſpe- | 
rouswinde. That the French companies of footepart weic 
brought by Captaine Candale, part were in the way, asthe 
other companies were bathotharſe and foote , gathered

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thorough Germaine for the States. Laſtly, the Frenche, 
Englishe, and German ſupplies, were to come bur a litle

— Mansfeldpromiſed that he would shortly be Tuſtious 
ouelt : that then he would merrely drink hisand his valiant 


companions health ; That he was come, prepared with a 


hundred companies of toote, and fortic of horſe, nor dou- 
red nothing of (upplies. 
Spinolaconfirmed onceagaine by theſe letters of the pe- 
nuricof their prouiſion,and aduertiſed of the flow coming 
of their helpes,theeleucnth of the Calends of Aprill which 
was thefcalt of caſter, thought good to try Iuſtinus min- 
de, by demanding of him to rendreitup. | 
Forthis purpoſe he ſendes the Trumpeter of Count Sa- 
zarius with his letters priuily. That he had treated no- 
thing with him touching Breda vnrill this day, about 
the quantitieof corne which he had in the citrie; but now 
knowing certainly upon what day he shouldreceiue vi- 
ctualls enough, and for that cauſe itwas not meere , that 
he should any longer delay the deliuering up of the cit- 
tic ; that he would make him offer of reaſonnable con- 
ditions, if he would treath with him of a compoſition. 
And truly it he should requircalitle rime to expect ayde 
(whichnotwithſtanding for the ſtrenght of cheir workes, 
and the greatnes of the armie lying round about; he 


mighr calilie vnderſtand, that he couldin no wiſe ſuc- 


cour the cittie, that it should be granted vnto him , fo 
that he would now preſently treate there of: elſe thathere- 
afterthere would beno cauſe , of affording him the like 
fauour.

Thathe wasamaſed, hauing read Spinolaes letters, and 
al his ſoſtrange demandes: but ſomuch the more, becauſe 
he thought that he and ſo many valiant companions of 
his, could be made afraidwith wordes; to whom he afhr- 
med, that nothing could happen to be feared , except it 
wercea baſe report . Tharin time it would appeare, tlfac 
(by flattering him ſelfe) he was ill inſtructed of rhe ſtate 
of the cittie, which he hoped to rendre into his handes, of 
whom he had receiued the ſame , to be kept and de- 
fended. | 
Spinola (leaſt the minde of the wearied ſoldiar should 
wax faint, by the infolent braging of the beſieged, which 
allumed to them ſo great courage) prudently ſuppreſt 
that anſwer in dead ſilence . V Vhich wasenough to per- 
{uade the shortnes ofthe remainder of the labor vato the 
{oldiar, it was commonly gathered by ſuſpicions, that a 
Trumpeter was ſent to Juſtine out of the campe,touchin g 
the rendring of the cittie , as many did conieQure wil- 
lingly, albeit many fayned reports, and added ſome fea- 
res of their, owne, to that which they had heard from 0+ 
thers , when they vnderſtood thoſe hopes of Spinola tobe 
deceiued, ordeferredany longer.

Cting the delay of that time ſuppoſing that theydid coun

could be quenched. Two thouſand ſackes, (preſerucd by 
other ſackslaid ypon them) were found the day following 
withoutany detriment. Spinola nothing grecued forthat,, , 
mischance , aboue that which was mcete and conuenient # * 
(ſending purucyors aboutto buy corne) ſpeedily repayred " 
the loſle. 

 Therewere preſented to Spinola by Vincentius Laſanius 7am.

banded . In his apparell, he wasnegligent of all curiouſe 
rrimming, and careleſſc.of adorning him ſelfe,cuen in the 
dignitic of a generall. Touching the crueltie of theſcaſon, 
and the weather; and whether it rayned,or ſnowed, ot free- 
{cd, or blew , or wheterit wereeuening or midnight, he ca- 
rednot. Heoften times ſuſtained hungar, two dayestoge« 
ther. His bed, was often in his coache,or in the poore cotta» 
gc of ſome oldiar. He made no account of his meate, ofhis 
reſt, nor of his owne body. The burthen of his waighty af- 
faircs, was perperuall , and his|aboraboue al belicte . His 
minde wasa conqueror of al difticulties, as his countenan- 
ce almoſt the ſame , in aduerſitieand proſperitic, in whole 
peaceable mirth,the hope of the ſoldiar might reſt, ſecure 
his councells he netherapprouedin his owne opinion, nor 
communicated them, but where it was neceſfarie.

 TheEnglish fought witch this reſo] ution,thatitſeemed to 
them they should get noother time then this for their cn- 
terpriſe;nor was any couragewanting in thcm.CarolusRo- 
ma, ſardgent mayor of the Regiment of Marquis of Cam. 
polarate ſent Captaine Camillus Phoenices, whilſt his we- 
reinnede of helpe with a companie forthe defence of the 
ltle redout:but he,could nether by his comin g caule thoſe 
that fled to ſtand,nor could him ſelfe wirhſtand'the enimies 
violence. ſo that the ſupplied ſuccour,augmenred the perill. 
But when Carolus Roma ſaw him to retyre,with others be- Yale of or 
ate back from the redout; pulling away theshield from the MY 
arme of onethatrcturned ( becauſe him ſelfe came withour 
one)firſt vnsheathing his ſword, and with his shield renew- 
ing againe the declining tight , ſetting upon the English 
ſtrongly reliſting with a Ceſarlike courage, more generou- 
fyſent them back from whence they came), and ſtaid their E 
violence. Then they threw thEſelues downe by heapes,who vr ug... 
from the fort, thoſe who had caſt ours from thece, ſome be-"* 
oanto come to themſcluesagaine:many fellwounded,and 
ſlaine our-right: nota few ſoughtro eſcape and faue them - 
ſelues thorongh the marshes : he who endenored to carry 
the colours into the fort, piercedwithapike, ended his lite:

for the wearicd, vntill the fight, with a ſlow encountre on 
ether ſide,was ended: althoughir appeared, that cache one 
was ſo well exerciſed in war, that what was meete to be do- 
ne,they could no lefle firly preſcribe to them ſelues then be 
taught by another.

ues into the fennes , part haltfe aliue did greguoully groanc 
which being brought by ours into the campe , after died. 
There perished aboue two hundred, vnderſtood by the let- 
ters of Prince Henrieto Tuſtinus, when their fugitiues made 


mention of full fue hundred: amongſt which were eight 


or ten Commanders or leaders of copanies, and others no- 
ble by birth. Of ours there were ſlaine,no morethen twelue, 
or fifteenc. Amongſt theſe, Camillus Pharnix . Captaine of 
the foote was flaine,defending of thegate of the fort. Toan- 
nes Baptiſta Vrſaqus,Capraine of the toote, whilſt he fought 
valiantly,was maymed in his right hand. So that thoſe two 
formerly hadill kept Breda for the Kinge, as much more 
ardently burnedin minde , that ſo they might wipe away 
theirvice, by true vertu.

In theſetwo,, 
ſcarcely were there any hore, beſidesthe enſignes, ſogreat-_ 
ly were the horſe decayed. The fobre men went inthe 
midſt. Amougſt theſe Iuſtinuswenr on horsback,one of 
the beſceged|, Carolus Philippusle Count, accompayning 
hiza, Eucry Caprtaine had his owne company, The Coto- 
nels went before the troupes. The coulors wer botnedi- 
ſplayed, the Trumpets ſounding before'them. 'The num-

A- 
mongſt-the preſent ſtormes of toſled ltalie, and of Princes 
diſſcordinge, the newes recciued from Breda, fo far did this 
ioyfull beame of the diuine clemencie shineto our Ponti- 
ficall ſolicitude ; that we haue determined by the teſtimo- 
nic of our Apoſtolicall letters, to extolle thee as the author 
of ſo great a good, promilſing our parrocinie tothey Nobili- 
rie;to whom we wishethehappines of long life, and beſtow 
ypon thee for eucr, our Apoſtolicall benedition. Giuen 
arRomeatS.
